DEPRESSION 
During railway construction the 


eredit of Canada was used in billions 
of dollars. During the war it was 
used to the extent of two billions 
more. If another war occurs, it will 
be used to the extent of more billions 
than the railways and the last war 
put together. 

Then why not spend a few hundred 
millions in the war on poverty? Un- 
der our present policy thousands of 
our farmers are on relief simply be- 
cause they are forced to give the re- 
sult of their labors away at less than 
the cost of production. Our youth, as 
‘well as many older persons, are being 
inoculated with extreme and vicious 
ideas. Some municipalities are re- 
fusing to allow students over sixteen 
years of age to attend high school 
without fee. No employment or in- 
|centive to work is furnished for such 
| students, and at the same time they 
| are told that they and their succeed- 
}ing generations must pay off our old 
| obligations, and in the meantime de- 
| sirable and necessary public works are 
}ealling urgently for construction. 

As one means to provide work 
|which will create purchasing power, 
| why not use the national credit in a 
}plan covering a period of years to 
take up the slack of unemployment? 
| Provision could be made to repay the 
'non-interest-bearing security by the 
creation of a sinking fund, just as in 
| the case of an _ interest-bearing 
| security. 

Such a policy, far from injuring our 
credit will maintain it. If the present 
|policy is continued the country’s

BACON HOG PRODUCTION 
STRESSED IN LECTURES 


A wide range’ of subjects was co/- 
ered by W. D. Albright, Superinten- 
dent, and J. H. Crossley, Gardene, of 
the Beaverlodge Substation, in 4 
series of seven lectures at four points 
in the region between Rycroft and the 
Smoky river, Nov. 1 to 4 inclusive. It 
was Mr. Albright’s third visit to one 
of these points and his second to the 
others. At each of three points an 
afternoon session was devoted espe- 
clally to live stock and agricultural 
problems with the evenings largely 
reserved for horticulture, except at 
Wanham, where the ever popular Arc- 
tle lecture had been requested. W. 
J. Thomson, District Agriculturist, 
was to have attended but 4 call to 
Edmonton prevented his participation. 

Attendance was excellent, the three 
afternoon meetings averaging 38 and 
the evening meetings 77. The Fox 
Creek school district south of Rahab 
and Eaglesham did itself particularly

proud, with 70 present in the after- 
noon and 100 at night. Some remain- 
ed for a supper at the school, after 
which singsongs were indulged for an 
hour before the evening program 
commenced. The speakers complim- |! 
ented highly the complete arrange- | 
ments at this school, where every-| 
thing was in readiness to the last de- 
tail, the fire having been lit hours in 
advance and seats arranged to utilize 
the whole floor space with an ele- 
vated table for the lantern.

At every 
point considerable attention was given 
to bacon-hog production. Though 
Mr. Albright is usually cautious about 
advising a general swing into this 
line or that, the Canadian quota on 
the protected British bacon. market 
seems to offer us a special opportu- 
nity in these days of sluggish wheat 
markets, if we produce the right class 
of hogs in regular supply. Of late 
years Canada has been slipping on 
the British market until our bacon 
has been quoted lower than that of 
any other important country ‘catering 


to that trade. One trouble is with 
our breeding. Every country serious- 
ly catering to the British Wiltshire 


trade is using the Yorkshire hog. It 
is most suitable in type and its white 
colour makes it an attractive dresser. 
It is true the white colour renders 
the live hog liable to sunscald but 
this can be largely overcome by three 
means: 
| 1. Feed the pigs a suitable ration 
|so as to keep them thriving. A pinch 
jot flax seed is suggested. 
| 2. Provide shade, either by trees 
or by a canopy of poles or straw. 
| 3. Provide oiling posts by wrap- 
|ping burlap around a tree, a stump or 
a post and keeping it soaked with oil 
so the pigs can oil themselves by 
rubbing. 
| The Yorkshire is an active breed, | 
which if given unlimited exercise 
{without proper feeding sometimes 
{trains down to road-horse condifton. 
After that the more it runs the thin- 
Iner it gets and the thinner it be- 
comes the more it runs. Proper feed- 


|ing and good management prevent 

| this.

According to information at hand 
that seems to be authentic, all public 
debts in Canada amount to about 17% 
billions of dollars. The Hon. R. B. 
Reanett admitted on his recent west- 
ern tour that the total federal, pro- 
vinecial and municipal debts were in 
excess of eight billion. Then there is 
railroad, school and goodness knows 
how many other kinds of debts. It is 
said that he admitted in his budget 
speech on June 1, 1981, that the total 
public debts of Canada, as of that 
date, was 17% billions of dollars. This 
is supposedly recorded in Hansard for 
that date. If this was true in 1931, 
it is still more today—but let us call 
it that, for the purpose of this article. 
If this is true, and T have no doubt 
that it is (he should know), then let 
us see what chances we have of ever 
paying it. 

In Canada there are about ten mil- 
lion people. Half of them are women 
and girls, Very few women = are 
actual producers of wealth. Then 
there are the Indians.

living from profits made in 
the actual producers. 
Then there are our doctors, lawyers, 
‘teachers, preachers, politicians, ete. 
‘This leaves, according to some au- 
thorities, less than a million pro- 
ducers. Others claim there are a 
million or slightly over. Let us say 
there are a million. This one million 
producers must produce the where- 
withal to pay the 17% billions of 
dollars, together with the interest if 
it shall be paid. Can they do it? No, 
by heck! Never! Is Canada bank- 
rupt? m ' 

Now let us see if I figure right. If 
1 don't, someone please correct me. 
Seventeen and one-half billions 
divided among one million producers 
will make a debt of $17,500 for each 
producer to pay. The annual interest 
alone on this at 4 per cent (it is more, 
but let us call it that) will be 70 
millions of dollars, or $700 for each 
individual producer. Can we pay it, 
or are we bankrupt? If the entire 
wheat crop of Canada was turned in 
at present prices, nothing held back 
for seed or home consumption, it 
would not pay the interest alone, Is 
Canada bankrupt? In the heyday of 
our prosperity the total value of all 
Canadian assets was around 30 bil- 
lions of dollars. I don’t know what it 
is today, but I am very sure it is 
much less than half, But suposing it 
was half, or 15 billions. Our public 
debts, 17% billion. Are we bankrupt- 


' their

if not, what are we? 
It may be said that we have been 
paying out interest on public debts 


before, and the question may be asked, 
how did we do it? The answer is 
simple. When we have a big interest 
instalment to pay the government 
makes a new loan, which is then 
added to the principal of our debt. 
Every time we have a payment to 
make on principal, a refundiug loan is 
issued for more money than the pay- 
ment to be made amounts to—as, for 
instance, the recent 225 million dollar 
loan to pay 170 or 180 million dollars. 

Besides the public debts above re- 
ferred to we have the private debts, a 
mere bagatelle of 3% billion. All to- 
gether 21 billion. Now tell me, in the 


name of common sense and reason, 
how are we going to pay it? Are we 
bankrupt? If we are, why not de- 


clare ourself so, readjust our affairs 
as best we can, and start anew? What 


can we possibly gain by continuing 
the borrowing which we know never 
can be paid? It can only make the 


inevitable crash worse when it comes, 
as it must come in the end. 

When the C. C. F. or any other new 
political party is mentioned, sancti- 
monious Conservatives and Liberals 
hold up their hands in holy horror 
and say: “They would repudiate their 
debts, they would make a Russia. out 
of Canada!" I confess I don’t know 
just what any new party might do if 
given the chance, but one thing I 
know, and that is that our debts will 
never be paid under a Liberal or Con- 
servative sovereignty. They have 
held the power alternately from the 
beginning, and each year gone deeper 
and deeper into debt. Now they are 
going faster than ever before, and 
will soon be at the end of the rope. 
Then collapse, chaos, and possibly 
conditions similar to Russia, that they 
so much fear. To talk abéut that 
honor demands payment of the debts 
we have with the kind of money we 
now have is very fine, if it could be 
done. As long as it cannot be done, 
and we know it cannot, then would it 
not be better to pay it with a doilar 
with which it could be paid, even if 
that dollar was worth somewhat less 
than the dollar we now have? 

Let us again quote from Hon. R, B. 
Bennett's speeches on his recent 
western tour. According to press re- 
ports he said: “To attach the blame 
for this tremendous debt where it be- 
longs, look in the looking glass.” If 
that is not passing the “buck” I don’t 
know the meaning of the phrase. The 
average citizen has not the training, 
nor the time, perhaps do not under- 
stand the many intrivete entangle- 
ments of governmental affairs. They 
therefore employ men, such as Mr. 
King, or Mr. Bennett, to manage 
those affairs in a good business-like 
way. They are supposed to know and 
understand, as they have so often told 
us in their campaigns. Personally, I 
believe they have betrayed their trust, 
and now they would blame you and I 
for it. Our biggest guilt, in my 
opinion, is that we have placed them 
in the position they now hold, of 
which they have proven themselves 
unworthy.

Another Sheep Raiser’s Experience 


I began with sheep in 1920 with 
twelve black-faced ewes of Oxford and 
Hampshire crosses with some traces 
of Shropshire but by no means uni- 
form. That spring I raised 15 lambs 
and lost five. The winter of the feed 
shortage I lost all lambs but ten off 


27 ewes, but lost only one mature 
sheep. With cattle on same feed 1 
lost one-third of my herd. 


Forty ewes | believe is an ideal 
number for an equipped mixed farmer 


I had my best increase with thei 
number, having 67 Jambs from 42 
ewes. I have had few losses from 


goitre, always feeding potassium iod- 
ide with coarse salt—not the bloc. 
By salting with coarse salt the sheep 
get to know the shepherd better. They 
are more quiet to handle and it ir 
much easier to detect ailments. A 
sick or ailing sheep will not press into 
the bunch. I have lost none from 
eoyotes but coyote hounds are hard 
on young lambs, especially if they run 
rabbits. 

A coolie killed four purebred Shrops 
at one time and never tore an open- 
face sheep and I had over 100 at the 
time, That ended purebred Shrops 
for me. * 

In nine years the 12 ewes increased 
to 257 females, 70 wether lambs. The 
initial cost of sheep and wire fencing 
was less than the cost of a binder and 
when lambs sold locally for 10 to 14 
cents they had both wheat and cattle 
beaten. In 1926 my yearling wethers 
netted more than yearling steers. 


Here are some of the advantages: 


Four ewes equal one cow. The calf 
is worth a fraction of the value of 
the dam while four ewes will give 
four to six lambs, each worth as much 
as the mother. One hundred percent 
or even seventy-five percent increase 
in numbers is not common in cow 
herds of 50 or more but is the rule 
with sheep. 

For a small flock of ten or fifteen 
with plenty of pens the early lambs 
are the best and most profitable. By 
early I mean February and March 10 
or 15. The lambs come stronger to 
that date according to the openness 
of the winter and more lambs are 
dropped and the ewe lambs are mature 
by fall to breed and the rams are sold 
in June and July. But May is un- 
doubtedly the best month for large 
flocks of forty or more, 

Small flocks quite often get too 
fat to breed unless penned. 


Sheep shearing was a problem on 
the start but then I got Mr, Bailey, 
east Sexsmith, to teach me how to 
shear, He can shear 100 per day and 
has sheared many more but his system 
makes it an art rather than a difficult 
task, i 

For castrating the Burdizzo Method 
is the only way. Take your time, Be 
sure you are right and they are 100 
per cent perfect and no loss, no flies 
and no stiffness, 

It sure pays to dip and do it right, 

Sheep are exceptionally healthy 
here with none of the common all- 
ments. An odd ewe gets thin and 
declines until she drops off. 

1, I believe what the industry here 
needs is a co-operative summer pas- 
ture with a good herder. Four of us 
have gone together and hired a herder 
this summer and the sheep have done 
well in the bush with only a very 
small loss as yet, less than 1 per cent.

Producing Ripe Tomatoes at Fort 
Vermilion 


FIRST METHOD. The seed of six 
varieties was sown in the hot-beds on 
April 25. The young seedlings were 
pricked out on May 20 and reset in 
a large cold frame, the seedlings be- 
ing spaced five inches apart each way 
and the cold frame kept covered with 
glass for the first ten days, but well 
ventilated. The plants were watered 
thoroughly each evening; after that 
time the glass was removed during the 
day, but was replaced at night as 4 
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protection from any frost that might 


occur, 


On June 14 the plants were again 
reset, but this time they were placed 
in thelr permanent positions in the 
open field, and epaced three feet apart 
each way. By this date the average 
height of the plants was 12 inches— 
good, strong, sturdy plants, with a 
large healthy root growth, This 
strong root growth is half the battle 
in the growing of a tomato crop, as 
no set-«back whatever was experienced 
by the resetting of the plants, and all 
var'eties were in bloom by June 18, 


The p'ants were staked on June 10 


and pruned to two stems, but only 
one cluster of fruit was allowed to 
form on each stem. Throughout the 
season all the extra lateral shoots 
were removed as they appeared, but 
no leaf pruning was done until the 


fruit was beginning to ripen, the 
leaves being only removed for the 
express purpose of exposing the fruit 
to the sun 

By August 15 the variety L.G.xB.B. 
0-582 produced the first perfectly 
ripe tomato, and from that date until 
September 2 the 120 plants in this 
te t produced 8 pounds of ripe fruit 
and 287 pounds of green fruit, making 
a total yield of 826 pounds or an ave- 
rage yield of 2.71 pounds per plant.. 

SECOND METHOD. Seed of the 
same six varieties was also sown in 
the hotbeds on April 25, but these 
young seedlings were not pricked 
out. They were allowed to remain in 
the original seed box, until they were 
transplanted direct to the open field, 
spaced three feet each way. 

While these young plants had been 
attended and watered as thoroughly 
as the plants used in the first method, 
they had attained a height of only 7 
inches when set oui, and the plants 
while fairly strong and sturdy had not 
the root development of the former 
plants; consequently they showed the 
effect of transplanting, and were not 
all in bloom until July 13. It was not 
until July 18 that it became necessary 
to do any pruning or staking. They 
were pruned and staked in the same 
manner as used in the first method. 


Alacrity was the only variety that 
produced any ripe fruit, and that only 
at the time of the final picking on 
September 2. The 60 plants in this 
test produced 10 pounds of ripe fruit 
and 104 pounds of green fruit, giving 
a total yield of 114 pounds or an ave- 
rage yield of 1.9 pounds per plant. 

To prick out the young seedlings 
into a cold frame, early in the season, 
and then to transplant to the open 
field at a later date, when weather 
conditions are perhaps more favor- 
able, has proved this season to give 
much better results from the stand- 
point of early date of ripening, size of 
fruit, quality and yield.

The results of experiments at the 
University of Alberta reported by 
Prof. R. D. Sinclair two or three years 


ago indicated that pigs allowed to 
“sun” themselves at liberty made 
more rapid gains, required less feed 


for 100 pounds of gain and developed 
stronger bone than pigs closely pen- 
ned during the winter months. The 
ultra-violet rays of the sunlight ap- 
peared to exert a beneficial effect on 
the growth and general thrift of fall 
pigs. 


PARASITES OF HORSES 


Comparatively few of the internal 
parasites of horses complete their 
life-cycle entirely within the horse 


and some even require another host of 
different type such as a fly, a beetle, 
or a snail in which to pass a portion 
of their life. The eggs are usually 
swallowed by the second host and de- 
velop to the stage at which they are 
capable of infesting domestic animals. 
It is evident therefore that a know- 


ledge of the life history of parasites 


is necessary if this problem is to be 
intelligently dealt with and the para- 
sites attacked at the most vulnerable 
stage. During the winter months, the 
horseman has generally more time to 
devote to the care of his horses, and, 
as it happens, the fall and spring are 
advantageous times to treat horses 
infested with worms and the best time 
for the treatment of bots is at the 
beginning and end of winter, Of 
course, horses may be treated at any 
time definite symptoms of parasitism 
are evident. 

As a rule the eggs of parasites are 
passed out with the manure and un- 
dergo various stages of development; 
then the infective larvae or eggs are 
again swallowed by the horse through 
the means of contaminated food or 
water. It is an evident fact, there- 
fore, that the proper disposal of man- 
ure is an important factor in the pre- 
vention of parasitism. Manure should 
be in an inclosure, packed so that it 
will heat, and should be turned in 
order that the outer layers are also 
subjected to heat, This procedure if 
carefully carried out, will destroy the 
eges and laryee of parasites, 

Stables and pasture lands should be 
kept as free from manure 4s possible. 
Tight floors are easily kept clean, 
Grain boxes and feed racks raised 
above the ground assist in preventing 
the contamination of food, Water 
troughs should be of concrete or metal 


and raised to prevent contamination 
of the drinking water, Permanent 
pastures eventually become polluted 
with the eges or parasites. When 


possible these pastures should be cul- 
tivated and where this is not practic- 
able, the different domestic animals 
should be pastured in rotation, The 
parasites of cattle and sheep are rare- 
ly transmissable to horses and vice 
If pastures are used on alter- 


versa. 
nate years for horses, and then for 
cattle and sheep, a considerable re- 
duction in worm infestation would 
take place. Horse manure should 


never be spread on pastures intended 
for horses.Parasites of Horses Bulle- 
tin, Dominion Dept, of Agriculture.

Marl! or shell marl, though of vari- 
able quality, ts essentially carbonate 
of lime, Tt may always be identified 
by its giving off of copious efferves- 
cence on the addition of a little strong 
vinegar or other acid. After digging 
up, the only preparation necessary is 
air-drying and crushing to permit of 
ready application and uniform distri- 
bution on the land. No special ma- 
chinery is necessary for the crushing

CHILLED EXPORTS TIME LIMIT 


The handling of chilled poultry for 
export is an operation in which noth- 
ing must be left to chance, and, in 
the light of experience of Canada's 
highly successful export of chilled 
turkeys to Great Britain last Christ- 
mas, much valuable information has 
been gained. In regard to this, Mr. 
W. A. Wilson, Animal Products Trade 
Commissioner for Canada in Great 
Britain, says: 

“The time limit between killing in 
Canada and delivery in London, Eng., 
does not leave much leeway for mis- 
takes in the temperatures 
for cooling before packing and while 
in transit: especially since there is 
the possibility of mild Christmas wea- 
ther, and knowing that chilled poul- 
try will not retain their bloom if they 
have to be put into the freezer in order 
to prevent spoilage. They should, 
therefore, arrive in London about a 
week, or not earlier than ten days be- 
fore Christmas, and possessing a 
margin of safety for keeping their 
fresh appearance that will permit 
their exposure for sale, first whole-

FERTILIZERS AND TOBACCO 


i In the extensive plot tests conduct- 
_ed at the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, on the fertilizer requirements 
jof cigar leaf tobacco it has been 
found that a diminishing supply of 
potash seriously lowers the quality of 
the cured leaf, while at the Experi- 
mental Station at L’Assomption, P.Q., 
very striking results have been ob- 
tained by varying the various quan- 
tities of fertilizer materials. As the 
quantity of phosphoric acid was in- 
creased in the fertilizer mixtures from 
80 to 160 pounds per acre, the yield 
and quality of the tobacco was cor- 
respondingly improved. However, at 
the rate of 320 pounds of phosphoric 
acid per acre, there was practically no 
linerease in yield with a marked de- 
Quantities of po-
